A President cannot and certain­ 
ly should not expect news confer­ 
ences questions invariably to he 
what he might consider the “ nice” 
type 
ff there w ere not frequent 
questions 
on 
controversial 
sub­ 
jects. m any of which a Chief Ex­ 
ecutive would prefer not to have 
dragged out in public, the press 
conference would not reflect the 
main stream of current events in 
a most contentious world. 
To treat e President as a de 
fense witnesa to be cross-examined 
in the best county prosecutor m an­ 
ner is another m atter, however. 
Is it the purpose of a pres* con­ 
ference to pin a President s ears 
back? Or is the main purpose to 
putting statem ent* of accusatory 
get from him as much new s as 
possible on his actions and poli­ 
cies?

EXPERTS REPORT 


Things Look Good 
Here for 20 Years 


LOS ANGELES 
(U P I)-S o u th - 
em California's vast Inland Em ­ 
pire may show a 400 per cent in­ 
crease in the recreation and tour­ 
ist industry in the next 20 years 
if a "bold new program " of de­ 
velopment 
is 
undertaken, 
t h e 
Southern California R e s e a r c h 
Council (SCRC) has predicted. 


The SCRC devoted its ninth an­ 
nual report to the Inland Empire, 
comprising all or parts of t h e 
counties of Los Angeles, Orange, 
Ventura, Santa Barbara, K e r n , 
San Bernardino, Riverside, S a n 
Diego. Imperial, Inyo. Mono. The 
area includes parts of the Sierra 
Nevada and coastal mountains and 
the high and low deserts. 
Predicted increases in recreation 
and tourism, agriculture, livestock, 
snd mineral extraction, the report 
said, will all be dependent on cre­ 
ation of "a balanced environment' 
and development of highways and 
conservation of water. 
The report was sum m arized at 
a press conference in the Jona­ 
than Club by Prof. 
Gordon K. 
Douglass of the Pom ona College 
economics department. 
In agriculture, the report pre­ 
dicted that by 1980, 80 per cent 
of Southern California’s farm ao 
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D e s ert 
Sun. 


reage will be in the Inland Em* 
pire. Crop demand, it aaid, will 
rise slowly and will be about 50 
per cent higher than the current 
level by 1980—provided w ater is 
available in adequate quantity. 
Production of livestock is expect­ 
ed to triple during the next 20 
years. 
In defense activities, the report 
stated, 
"prospecta for continued 
rapid growth are slim.” 
M ineral extraction employment 
is expected to rise about 60 per 
cent. 
The SCRC report said there is 
little possibility of a m a s s i v e 
"spillover" of population from the 
Los Angeles m etropolitan area in­ 
to the Inland Em pire. It was ex­ 
plained that m ost sections s r e 
considered too far from the m et­ 
ropolitan core to support > large 
suburban population. 
The report noted that m ost ma­ 
jor highways are designed pres­ 
ently to carry traffic t h r o u g h , 
rath er than into, the Inland Em ­ 
pire and added: 
"In the future, i s land uses al­ 
ter and the tempo of economic ac­ 
tivity picks up. the region's high­ 
ways, rail facilities, airports and 
pipelines must be designed to sup­ 
port increesingly heavy intrareg- 
ional traffic flows as well.” 
Two pages of the 98-page report 
were devoted to defense activities 
which curerntly account for em ­ 
ployment of 43,800 persons, m ost­ 
ly in the high desert, with an an­ 
nual payroll of $214.196,000. 
The report warned that the area 
must "create the kind of envir­ 
onment in which gifted technical 
people will want to live and work 
and raise their children.” 
"If not," the report added, "de­ 
fense employment will surely de­ 
cline.”

Eighty-Three-Year-Old Girl 


Scout Remembers Own Girlhood 


That Was So Very Different

An interesting chapter in a life 
that is filled with interesting pag­ 
es, is the story of Palm Desert's 
“oldest new member” of the Girl 
Scouts. Eighty three years of age 
and weighing but 95 pounds, former 
concert singer Blanche Beschoff 
(known as BB to her many friends) 
is a full-fledged Girl Scout, head­ 
ing the committee for the G i r l 
Scout calendars and cookie drives. 
Tales of her own childhood in Eu- 
rooe entrance the youthful G i r l 
Scouts, who adore her. 
Born Blanche Lucille d’Bouvet In 
Glens Falls. New York, on May 
17. 1878. BB traces her family line 
far hack into French history. Her 
great uncle, Admiral Louis An­ 
toine de Bougainville discovered 
the island and named the beauti­ 
ful plant, bouRainvillea. that was 
found growing there. Present dav 
travellers love to visit the island 
called de Bouvet in the Solomon 
Islands. 
When she was nine years of age. 
Girl Scout age. BB was living in 
and visiting throughout Europe. 
Her mother was invited to be pre­ 
sented at the Court of Queen Vic­ 
toria. and BB remembers seeing 
the Queen as she rode through the 
Park. In Westminster Abby. BB 
remembers being lifted over th e 
railing and placed on the corona­ 
tion -.tone by the colorfully dressed 
guard. At a hunt attended bv her 
parents on the estate of Ladv Paget 
BB told of her exciting ride, fol­ 
lowing the hounds in a tallyho. She 
has vivid recollections of a visit 
to her French grandmother's es­ 
tate. on the Isle de Jersey. Here 
she saw the minuet being danced 
and taught in the style of French 
royalty. Her grandmother was 85 
at the time, so BB has a her.tage 
of active longevity. 
Then there was France To a chtl 
this meant the wonderful puppet 
shows on the Chamos-Elysees, in 
Paris; the baker with his feathc 
duster dusting off the newlv baked 
hrsad each morning; the little 
French children with their nurses 
in canes and bonnets; and a cook 
named Zabet who made a wonder­ 
ful onion soup. 
Sailing back to the United State 
on the first "Normandie BB tells 
how they m anaged to arrive in 
t<me for vhaf is now known as 
the Great Blizzard of '*8. Lower 
Fifth Avenue in New York was i - 
ed with brownstonc h « " a t h 
time but none were visible for days 
from BB's hotel room window. 
From her earliest remembrance 
BB was surrounded bv music. S e 
loved to dance and sing, (having 
a strong, powerful voice for one of 
such slight build). At a very young 
age she was invited to apoesr on 
the Chicago stage. She won many 
prizes in elocution and soon started 
the serious study of voire in New 
York City. Following training here 
and abroad in opera and German 
lieder. she became a part of the 
musical and stage life of that per­ 
iod. She was with the Rodgers 
Prothers at the old Casino and with 
Jeff d’Angelus, the comedian. (« 


contemporary of de Wolfe Hopper). 
She belonged to the Professional 
Woman’s League, composed of 
women in the theatre, a forerun 
ner of the present day Guild, in 
which Lillian Russell and Ethel 
Barrymore were active leaders, 
Her long-time apB 'ate friend, John 
Charles Thomas, once sang a so­ 
phisticated little French song just 
for her during a concert in Carne­ 
gie Hall. She met the great from 
this Golden Age of Opera at the 
Metropolitan, Tetrazinni, Farrar 
and Caruso, and was present at 
Caruso's last performance. BB met 
Diamond Jim Brady; was a neigh­ 
bor of Mary Garden in Paris; and 
sold her Champs-Elysees property 
lo Fanny Ward. 
BB’s first husband was an en­ 
gineer and her last a German 
manufacturer, whom she met en 
route to Bermuda. For over ten 
years thereafter they lived in and 
travelled throughout Europe, vis­ 
iting her beloved United States at 
regular intervals. They lived at the 
old Majestic in Paris and owned a| 
villa on the Riviera. 
Now she exchanged the theatre 
for an exciting life of collecting 
fine antiques, interior decorating 
and meeting interesting people 
nmong whom was the Grand Duke 
Alexander of Russia. This came 
about in an amusing fashion when 
his beautiful and huge Russian wolf 
hound was held at by bv BB’s 
small but aggressive Pekingese. 
In the early '20s when the com­ 
munists took over Russia and Sta­ 
lin was starting his powerful reign, 
the Beschoffs were living in the 
south of France and in Monte Car­ 
lo. Royal refugees abounded and 
nmong those that BB and her hus­ 
band helped was the fascinating 
but saddened wife of the aide de 
camp of the murdered Czar Nichol­ 
as. 
Following the death of her hus­ 
band. BB made Beverly Hills her 
home and 14 years ago came to 
Palm Desert for its wonderful cli-

Today, for the next four days, Palm 
Springs and the Desert Empire will be very 
much in the public eye. With 128 of the lead­ 
ing professional golfers now in competition 
striving for the rich cash prizes, the Third 
Annual Palm Springs Golf Classic swung in­ 
to action on four of our famed golf courses 
this morning. 
With them on the first four days of the 
five-day 90-hole event, will be 384 amateurs 
including top-flight stars in the entertainment 
world. The pros and the amateurs will play 
today through Saturday on Thunderbird, Tam­ 
arisk, Eldorado and Indian Wells Country 
Club courses. 
Then on Sunday, the amateurs will drop 
out after 72 holes of play and the 60 low 
pros will go after the big money alone at 
Bermuda Dunes Country Club. 
The $100,000-added Palm Springs Classic

territory.

Snead doesn’t compete in many tournaments 
these days but he is going to be among those 
present today and the rest of the week, lie 
is one of the big names among the many big 
names here today. The last time the Slammer 
played in Southern California was in the 
Desert Empire. He was a member of the Un­ 
ited States Ryder Cup team which defeated 
the British Ryder Cup team at Eldorado 
Country Club two years ago.

Leave it to the Japanese. A story coming 
out of Osaka reveals that a gasoline station 
there is offering customers hot baths while 
their car is being sen iced. 
The idea apparently is that the soothing 
effect of the hath will relax the motorist and 
thereby lower the possibility of an accident 
due to tenseness or that irritable opinion of 
other drivers. 
The innovation is onen to question. Per­ 
haps the driver just had a hath and doesn’t 
need another. Perhaps he has a big expensive 
car which has low gas mileace and so takes 
five or six times the number of baths afforded 
an economy car driver. All of those hot baths 
could be enervating, too, and make him more 
accident prone. 


HOI MES /UFXAbnFR: 


It is doubtful whether this new “made 
in Japan” gimmick wall meet favor in this 
country. We like to take our baths in the 
home where the voice raised in song will 
bother no one but the immediate family. 
And the thought of bathing en route to 
the movies or Chavez Ravine isn’t enticing.

The No-Win Policy as ln+ellectualism 


WASHINGTON, D. C. - Mens 
rule the world. If. as this column 
has been contending the Kennedy 
Administration has develooed a 
No Win policy against Russia, 
it should be possible to document 
the contention by showing where 
the No Win ideas come from. 
First of all, the No Win ideas 
come from books like D. F. Flem­ 
ing’s current massive work en­ 
titled, "The Cold War and Its 
Origins.” It was reviewed in the 
New York Times on December 
24, 1961. under a five-column 
head: "The Thesis: Responsibili­ 
ty for The Cold War Lies Heavily 
Upon Us.” 
These words characterize the 
book. Its 1.158-page message is 
that the fault and guilt of the 
Cold War and for World War III, 
if it comes, belong to the USA, 
not to the USSR. Dr. Felming's 
book is further characterized by 
the reviews it drew from Left 
and Right, for example: 
Herbert Aptheker in Political 
Affairs (formerly known as The 
Communist): Dr. Aptheker, who 
testified for the Communist Party 
before the Subversive Activities 
Control Board and who has been 
a teacher and trustee for the Par­ 
ty's Jefferson School of Social 
Science hails this as a "great 
book, the importance of which in 
1961 cannot be exaggerated." His 
eight-page review exultantly en­ 
larges upon the theme that Pro­ 
fessor Fleming’s two-volume work 
demonstrates definitely and con­ 
clusively that the onus for the be­ 
ginnings. continuance and persist­ 
ence of the Cold War lie# with the 


West and, in the first place, with 
the United States.” 
Edgar Ansel Mowrer In Nation­ 
al Review: "(In) what may be 
the most harmful book of our 
time . . . (Fleming) looks upon 
the Cold War less as an Ameri­ 
can scholar than as a pacifist, 
pro-Russian, reforming revivalist 
whose purpose it is to call the 
unrighteous (our side only, of 
course) to repentance and to 
avoid nuclear hell by making 
peace at almost any price with 
Red Russia and Red China.” 
Two other No Win documents 
with previous mention here are 
Fred Warner Neal’s “U. S. For­ 
eign Policy and The Soviet Un­ 
ion” and Erich Fromm’s "May 
Many Prevail?”. Neal, a former 
S t a t e Department functionary, 
says: 
“At official as well as unofficial 
levels, American attitudes toward 
the Communist Colossus have be­ 
come befogged in a miasma of 
fear and emotion . . . nowhere in 
the whole body of Soviet Marxist 
theory is there the implication 
that the Soviet Union, for ideologi­ 
cal or for other reasons, should 
itself initiate a war.” 
Fromm depicts Russia as a "po­ 
litically conservative industrial­ 
ism" which "is against revolu­ 
tion." 
Ideas Turn Up 
The composite picture of these 
three works is that a guilty, war­ 
like America confronting a peace- 
loving. conservative Russia. Do 
such ideas turn up in the Admin­ 
istration's attitude toward Rus- 
»ia? Yes, they do. The following 


examples are paraphrased from 
official but unpublished intra-Ad­ 
ministration reports: 
Russia is now, or is “evolving” 
into, something of a less-dicta­ 
torial welfare state. Soviet "vul­ 
nerabilities,” such as restless sat­ 
ellites, allies and rising consumer 
demands, are such that we should 
let nature take its course—and not 
vigorously exploit them. For the 
USA to appear too anti-Commu­ 
nist gives the appearance of war­ 
mongering. The Communist "con­ 
spiracy” is unproved. It would be 
improvident to attempt any roll­ 
back of Soviet power or any sub­ 
version of a Sin-Soviet satellite. 
The USA should befriend “inde­ 
pendent" Communist regimes. The 
President should crack down on 
anyboy (like Gen. Walker) who 
gives the appearance of neo-Fas­ 
cism. 
Each of these attitudes, reflect­ 
ed from books of anti-American 
intellectualism. help to make up 
a No Win policy.

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FOR HOME CARE 


Changes in Feeding 
Of III Under Study 


By APRIL W. STONE 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-T h e fed­ 
eral government is financing a pi­ 
lot study in nearby Prince Geor­ 
ges County, Md„ to test the pos- 
siblity of feeding chronically il] 
patients in their homes instead of 
in the hospital. 
The study, to last two and one- 
half years, began in January. The 
county health departm ent is ex­ 
perimenting 
with 
three 
special 
home care services: home deliv­ 
ered meals through the use of 
caterers; 
homemakers 
to 
shop 
prepare meals and do light house­ 
keeping for an incapacitated adult, 
and a special shopping service for 
patients who can cook but cannot 
shop for food. 
The U.S. Department of Health 
Eduoation and 
Welfare financed 
the project through a *50,000 grant. 
County Develops Program 
Prince Georges County has been 
. developing a comprehensive home 
care program for the past two 
years, health departm ent officials 
said. Such a program Is for indi­ 
viduals handicapped physically or 
mentally by the old age infirmi 
ties; are tem porarily or chronic­ 
ally ill; or are otherwise in need 
of help. The present county pro­ 
gram includes such services as 
public 
health 
nursing 
(bedside 
care), physicians’ services, provi­ 
sion of drugs, and clinic services. 
Under the pilot 
project, 
the 
home-delivered m eal service will 
insure that the patient has an ade 
quate diet. 
Caterers, 
under contract, 
pre­ 
pare one hot m eal per day for 
each patient, with cold foods for 
supper and-or a breakfast order 
optional. Meal planning is done by 
a 
county nutritionist. 
Deliveries 
are made by health department 
station wagons and drivers. 
In the second phase of the proj 
ect, the health departm ent plans 
to provide a homemaker service 
for some patients. 
Health 
offi­ 
cials point out that in some famil­ 
ies the personal and financial bur­ 
dens of long-term illness are so 
verwhelming that a breakdown in 


the home pattern results. But a 


tem porary hom em aker will enable 


the household to run smoothly, the 
children can stay in school and 


the wage earner can stay on the 
job. 


Finally 
a shopping service is 
planned for those patients who. al­ 
though confined to a wheel chair 
for example, can still prepare their 
meals. 


Lists Advantages 
r. M urray Grant, director of 
the project and 
of the Prince 
Georges health departm ent, listed 
these advantages in a home care 
program: 


—P ne Professional person is all 
th ats necessary to see the pa­ 
tient in a day, thus avoiding con­ 
fusion to the patient in interpreta­ 
tion of his illness. 
Home care allows for maxi­ 
mum participation by the patient’s 
family in providing for his needs 


T" 
bome c ,re program con­ 
tributes "to an increase in (the 
patient s) self-sqfficiency, and in 
some cases to complete restora­ 
tion and rehabilitation." 
—And, it is one method of de­ 
livering good service to the pa­ 
tient at a more reasonable cost. 
Hospital costs have risen by 8 per 
cent in the past 5 years, and by 
1875 are expected to be from *50- 
*75 per day in urban centers. 
Home care, presently ranging 
from *5 to *11 per day, costs from 
one quarter to one seventh of that 
in the hospital," G rant said. Pa­

charged according to their ability 
to pay. 
fn recent years there has been 
an increasing number of hospital 
beds devoted to the aged 
and 
chronically ill in the United States. 
It is estimated that 25-28 per cent 
of hospital beds are now occupied 
by people over 65 years of age. 
The growth of home care has 
been slow. The first such program 
was set up at the Boston Dispens­ 
ary in 1796 Today there are few 
er than 10.000 patients receiving 
home care in about 500 programs.
